Health talks 
continue as 
strike looms

Negotiations between Capital 
Health and the union repre¬ 
senting 3,600 hospital em¬ 
ployees continued over the 
weekend. 

But don’t expect any up¬ 
dates. 

Bruce Outhouse, the gov¬ 
ernment-appointed mediator, 
has asked for a media blackout 
while bargaining is ongoing. 

“The mediator has re¬ 
quested a media blackout, so 
there are no further details 
that we can provide,” said 
Peter Graham, a spokesman 
for Capital Health. 

Deedee Slye, communica¬ 
tions officer for the Nova Sco¬ 
tia Government and General 
Employees Union, also refused 
to provide an update on the 
talks, which resumed Saturday 
morning and continued on 


Sunday at the Holiday Inn in 
Dartmouth. 

When reached via email on 
Sunday, Outhouse said media 
blackouts are standard prac¬ 
tice during mediation. “The 
reason for imposing the media 
blackout is to foster candid 
negotiations between the par¬ 
ties,” he wrote. 

Labour Minister Marilyn 
More appointed Outhouse on 
Friday to bring both sides back 
to the table. The provincial 
government faced criticism 
from the opposition parties for 
failing to intervene in the dis¬ 
pute, but both More and Pre¬ 
mier Darrell Dexter repeatedly 
stressed their desire for the 
two sides to work out a deal. 

Wages are the main stick¬ 
ing point, with the union de¬ 
manding a 5.1 per cent raise in 
the first year of their contract 
— similar to a recent arbitrat¬ 
ed settlement for nurses. Cap¬ 
ital Health is offering one per 
cent raises each year for three 
years. 

If the situation is not re¬ 
solved by Wednesday at 12:01 
p.m., the workers — including 
nurses, technicians and social 
workers — could be on the 
picket line.

Halifax Regional Police are 
looking for four men suspect¬ 
ed of robbing a Dartmouth 
home over the weekend. 

Just after 4:30 a.m. on 
Sunday, Halifax Regional Po¬ 
lice responded to a house on 
the 0-100 block of Primrose 
Street in Dartmouth. They 
had received reports of a rob¬ 
bery. 

According to police, four 
men broke into the residence 
armed with guns. They stole 
an undisclosed amount of 
electronics and jewelry from 
the home before stealing the 
keys to a truck belonging to

one of the victims. They are 
believed to have fled the 
scene in the truck. 

“(The suspects) robbed 
the residents of numerous 
goods,” said Staff Sgt. Barb 
Saunders, with the Halifax 
Regional Police. 

“They stole the keys from 
the home and took a vehicle 
from the driveway.” 

The suspects wore ban¬ 
danas and hoodies to cover 
their faces, and were wearing 
dark clothing. 

There were six adults and 
two young children in the 
residence at the time of the 
robbery. Nobody was injured. 

The investigation is in the 
early phases, according to 
Saunders. There is no indica¬ 
tion the suspects were known 
to the victims. 

The victims are co-operat¬ 
ing with police.

Vigils for Taavel spread out of Halifax 



An estimated 100 people 
gathered Friday for a vigil at 
Wentworth Park in Sydney 
to remember and honour 
the life of a well-known gay 
activist killed earlier this 
week. 

Raymond Taavel, 49, 
died Tuesday morning after 
he was beaten outside of 
the Menz Bar on Gottingen 
Street in Halifax. The ac¬ 
cused in the crime is Andre 
Noel Denny, a mentally ill 
Membertou man. 

“We were originally 
thinking this would be a 
small event, but it is just 
overwhelming to see the 
outpouring of support,” 
said Evan Coole, the organ¬ 
izer of the vigil. 

“Raymond’s life really 
touched a lot of people. 
He represented hope for 
change.”

Through Taavel’s work 
as an organizer for Halifax 
Pride Week, an editor for 
Wayves magazine and num¬ 
erous other activities, Coole 


said he was “the perfect ex¬ 
ample of how one person 
could touch many.” 

“With someone whose 
life touched as many as Ray¬ 
mond’s did, we felt a need 
to come together as a com¬ 
munity to grieve, but also to 
move forward and cope and 
continue Raymond’s vision 
for a better world.” 

The early-evening vigil 
in his honour at the park’s 
bandshell shared details of 
his work and his efforts in 
bringing the gay and les¬ 
bian community and its al¬ 
lies together. 

Among the speakers 
were representatives from 
the Cape Breton Labour 
Council, the Cape Breton 
Regional Municipality di¬ 
versity committee and Pride 
Cape Breton.

Tip Top building 
recommended 
for demolition 


Council. Design 
approval faces appeal 
from owner of 
Tramway Building 


The municipality’s heritage 
advisory committee is recom¬ 
mending that Halifax regional 
council proceed with plans 
to demolish the old Tip Top 
Tailors building. 

According to a report from 
the committee coming before 
council on Tuesday, the build¬ 
ing, located at 1592 Barring¬ 
ton St., has deteriorated to 
such an extent that it has little 
to no heritage value left. 

“(The building’s) character¬ 
defining elements are signifi¬ 
cantly degraded, and a struc¬ 
tural assessment has indicated

that there is little potential for 
viable reuse of the building, 
either in its present form or 
with additional floors added,” 
reads the staff report. 

In its place, Lydon Lynch 
Architects has envisioned a 
22-metre-tall mixed-use build¬ 
ing, enveloped by a contem¬ 
porary “glass-curtain” wall 
structure. Staff believe the 
proposed building fits within 
municipal planning rules. 

Downtown Coun. Dawn 
Sloane said Sunday the build¬ 
ing will be a boon to Barring¬ 


ton Street, which has strug¬ 
gled for a number of years. 

“I know that some individ¬ 
uals are (saying) this is a prime 
example of the, you know, 
1950s-to-’70s kind of build¬ 
ing,” said Sloane. “But every 
city has to have an overturn 
of some their (less) prominent 
buildings... (and) this is one of 
those buildings.” 

If approved by council 
on Tuesday, the demolition 
proposal will still have to go 
through the public-consulta¬ 
tion process. 

The project has already 
been approved by the munici¬ 
pality’s design review commit¬ 
tee, but that approval is being 
appealed by the owner of the 
adjacent Tramway Building. 
Council is expected to hear 
that appeal on May 15.

SIRT. Police investigators get first case 


A day after a special police- 
investigation unit was an¬ 
nounced, it got its first case. 

Justice Minister Ross Landry 
introduced on Friday an in¬ 
dependent agency mandated to 
look into serious incidents in¬ 
volving police, more than two 
years after it was first promised. 

The Halifax-based Serious 
Incident Response Team (SIRT) 
investigates matters such as 
death, serious injury and sexual 
assault when it involves police. 

The unit got its first call on 
Saturday regarding an incident 
in Halifax. 

Police responded to a call of 
a woman allegedly acting out of 
the ordinary in the area of Mc- 
Alpine and Chisholm avenues 
at 7:30 p.m. After she was ar¬ 
rested, officers noticed she had 


suffered a bone fracture. 

SIRT took over the investi¬ 
gation and, in a press release, 
asked any witnesses to call 902- 
424-2010. 

Landry first promised to 
create the unit in late 2009. He 
said his department received 
a budget allocation for it last 
year, but it took time to recruit 
staff, consult with police forces 
and research the legal ramifica¬ 
tions of setting up the agency 
before it could be launched. 

The unit includes a direc¬ 
tor, who was appointed last 
fall, two civilian investigators, 
two full-time police officers 
and one support-staff member. 
The director will have the sole 
decision-making authority to 
lay charges if necessary, Landry 
said. 


With a budget of $800,000 
annually, the agency can in¬ 
dependently launch investiga¬ 
tions or it can respond to cases 
referred to it by the justice min¬ 
ister, a police chief, the head of 
the RCMP in Nova Scotia or a 
complaint from the public. 

Agency director Ron Mac¬ 
Donald, a former Crown 
lawyer, said he had no con¬ 
cerns about the prospect 
of former and current of¬ 
ficers investigating police. 
He said it was important that 
the agency have the experience 
required to conduct proper 
investigations into potential 
criminal matters. 

“The key is they only answer 
to me and I’m independent,” 
said MacDonald.

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Win or lose, PC leader 
will make Alberta history 


Vote. Today, Albertans

One way or another, Alison 
Redford makes history on 
Monday night. 

Win the Alberta election 
and she is the first elected fe¬ 
male premier in the province, 
heading up a party that has 
run things for four decades 
and will soon shatter the re¬ 
cord for longest-serving gov¬ 
ernment in Canadian history. 

Lose and she’s Harry 
Strom, the forgotten scape¬ 
goated premier of the Alberta 
Social Credit government 
when it fell to the Tories in 
1971. 

Redford, speaking at a 
weekend party rally, said she 
is pushing ahead and doesn’t 
feel the weight of history. 

“I’m pretty excited about 
Monday,” she said. “This is a 
campaign about Alberta’s fu¬ 
ture. 

Redford’s Progressive 

Conservatives have been in 
unfamiliar territory since the 
election campaign began a 
month ago, running behind 
another party on the right 


side of the political spectrum. 

The Wildrose party, under 
leader Danielle Smith, have 
fashioned an electable al¬ 
ternative by capitalizing 
on discontent over deficit 
budgets, long health-care 
wait times, onerous land- 
use rules, and perceived 
political greed on salary and 
perks. Some polls have had 
them ahead by more than 15 
points, though that lead ap¬ 
pears to have slipped some¬ 
what in recent days. 

If the Wildrose wins, it 
will defeat a colossus whose 
history can only be told in 
large numbers and superla¬ 
tives.

Spend a day with rookie NDP 
MP Ruth Ellen Brosseau and 
witness the degree to which 
someone’s life can change in 
12 months. 

It was a year ago this 
week that Brosseau was 
making regular phone calls 
home from Las Vegas, where 
she was celebrating her 27th 
birthday under the bright 
lights of Sin City. Those calls 
brought news that turned 
her life upside down. 

“Of course being a mom, 
I called home all the time 
and spoke to my son and 
my family,” said Brosseau. 


“They were kind of like: 
‘There’s, um, stuff going on 
here. You’re kind of in the 
news a bit for going on your 
trip.’” 

Brosseau, then a campus- 
bar manager in Ottawa, was 
hit with a stunner. Her name 
and photo were splashed all 
over the national news dur¬ 
ing Canada’s ongoing fed¬ 
eral election campaign, dur¬ 
ing which she emerged as a 
poster child for the NDP’s 
improbable Quebec surge. 

Little did she know that 
roughly one year later, she 
would be spending a busy 


day in a rural Quebec rid¬ 
ing — a place to which she 
had no personal connection 
— discussing pyrite, float 
planes, federal summer jobs 
and an art exhibition with 
local constituents. 

Entering that campaign 
a year ago, even the term 
’’underdog” would have 
been charitable to describe 
Brosseau and a few dozen 
other Quebec NDP candi¬ 
dates. She hadn’t knocked 
on doors, hadn’t spent a 
dime on her campaign, 
spoke little French and had 
never even set foot in the 


riding she was vying for. 

But a so-called “orange 
wave” rolled in around the 
same time Brosseau was on 
that late-April trip. A few 
days later, that wave swept 
her to victory in the Berth- 
ier-Maslcinonge riding, in 
what was perhaps the big¬ 
gest upset of the election. 

She appears to have 
grown into her new job. 
Given the French lessons 
she’s been taking, original 
claims about her lack of pro¬ 
ficiency in the language now 
appear exaggerated.

Police shut down 
Montreal protest 

Police moved swiftly to shut 
down a protest in Montreal 
on Saturday, a day after a 
series of violent clashes 
between demonstrators and 
officers in riot gear created 
havoc in the downtown 
core. 


Eighty-nine people, some 
wearing masks and goggles, 
were arrested after Satur¬ 
day’s protest was declared 
illegal, said Montreal police 
spokesman Daniel Lacour- 
siere. 

Demonstrators had 
gathered in the rain near 
Old Montreal to denounce a 
conference on Premier Jean 
Chare st’s plan to develop 
northern Quebec.

Charge laid in B.C. 
sled-dogs case 

A criminal charge has 
been laid in an animal- 
cruelty case that focused 
international attention 
on the practices of the 
sled-dog industry after the 
2010 Winter Olympics.

mer general manager with 
Howling Dog Tours, based 
in Whistler, B.C., faces one 
count of causing unneces¬ 
sary pain and suffering 
to dozens of sled dogs in 
April 2010. 

Fifty-six dogs were dug 
up in a mass grave near 
Whistler after information 
leaked out in January 2011 
through a workers-com- 
pensation claim of post- 
traumatic stress disorder. 


A Bob Fawcett also 
posted details on a PTSD 
website, describing how 
panicked animals were 
shot or had their throats 
slit before being dumped 
into the grave. 

The charges come after 
a gruesome search and 
investigation by the RCMP 
and the Society for 
Prevention of Cruelty of 
Animals.

Woman dies of injuries, 
16 in hospital after crash 


A 68-year-old woman died 
Sunday of injuries a day after 
two trains collided head-on in 
Amsterdam — a crash a top 
rail official described as one of 
the worst train disasters in the 
Netherlands’ recent history. 

Scores of people were in¬ 
jured when the two trains 
slammed into one another. 
Amsterdam Mayor Eberhard 
van der Laan said 16 people 
who were seriously injured in 
the crash remained hospital¬ 
ized Sunday afternoon. He gave 
no details of the injuries. 

The crash Saturday even¬ 
ing involved a double-deck¬ 
er intercity train and a com¬ 
muter train. 

“Two trains colliding on 


the same track is a night¬ 
mare,” said Bert Meerstadt, 
director of national railroad 
operator NS, before news of 
the woman’s death. 

Meerstadt declined to 
speculate on what caused the 
collision. He said crash inves¬ 
tigators would study black¬ 
box recorders on both trains. 

The accident happened 
near a popular park on a 
busy stretch of track close to 
Amsterdam’s Central Station 
where trains generally do not 
travel at full speed. Two sep¬ 
arate investigations will focus 
on whether human error or 
a mechanical problem led to 
the collision.

The constitution auto¬ 
matically allocates 25 per 
cent of the parliamentary 
seats to unelected repre¬ 
sentatives of the military, 
and Suu Kyi’s party main¬ 
tains that is undemocratic. 

The document also 
bars people from the na¬ 
tion’s presidency if they 
or any of their relatives 
are foreign citizens.

Iran claims to be building copy of U.S. spy drone 



Iran claimed Sunday that it had 
reverse-engineered an Amer¬ 
ican spy drone captured by its 
armed forces last year and has 
begun building a copy. 

Gen. Amir Ali Hajizadeh, 
chief of the aerospace div¬ 
ision of the powerful Revo¬ 
lutionary Guards, related 
what he said were details of 
the aircraft’s operational his¬ 
tory to prove his claim that 
Tehran’s militaiy experts had 
extracted data from the U.S. 
RQ.-170 Sentinel captured in 
December in eastern Iran, 
state television reported. 

Among the drone’s past 


missions, he said, was sur¬ 
veillance of the compound in 
Pakistan in which Osama bin 
Laden lived and was killed. 

Tehran has flaunted the 
capture of the Sentinel, a 
top-secret surveillance drone 
with stealth technology, as a 
victory for Iran and a defeat 
for the U.S. in an intelligence 
and technological battle. 

There are concerns in 
the U.S. that Iran or other 
states may be able to reverse- 
engineer the chemical com¬ 
position of the drone’s radar- 
deflecting paint or the air¬ 
craft’s sophisticated optics 


technology that allows oper¬ 
ators to positively identify 
terror suspects from tens of 
thousands of feet in the air. 

There are also worries 
that adversaries may be able 
to hack into the drone’s 
database, as Iran claimed to 
have done. Some surveillance 
technologies allow video to 
stream through to operators 
on the ground but do not 
store much collected data. If 
they do, it is encrypted. 

Media reports claimed this 
week that Russia and China 
have asked Tehran to provide 
them with information on

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Formula One. Race 
returns to Bahrain amid 
political tension 


Under heavy security, Bahrain’s 
embattled leaders toasted the 
return Sunday of the coveted 
Formula One Grand Prix even 
as riot police used armoured 
vehicles to virtually seal off op¬ 
position strongholds and fight 
hit-and-run clashes in the Arab 
Spring’s longest-running street 
battles. 

The contrasts put the Gulf 
kingdom’s divisions in stark 
relief: The Sunni rulers basking 
in the FI glamour at the desert 
circuit while security forces 
imposed lockdown tactics 
against Shiite neighbourhoods 
at the heart of the more than 
14-month-old uprising. 

The heavy security appeared 
to choke off the large-scale 
demonstrations of recent days 
that have embarrassed Bah¬ 
rain’s Western-backed mon¬ 
archy, which lobbied hard for 
the race’s return as a symbol of 
stability. Smaller clashes, mean¬ 
while, flared in some areas with 
police firing tear gas and stun 
grenades. 

But the presence of the race 
itself — cancelled last year be¬ 
cause of unrest — raised ques¬ 
tions among rights groups and 
others about Western tolerance 
for Bahrain’s crackdowns and 
whether FI organizers over¬ 
looked the island nation’s polit¬ 
ical upheavals in favour of their 
close ties with Bahrain’s rulers.

London Olympics With 
4,000 extra flights, no-

Private jets and ultralight air¬ 
craft will have already tight re¬ 
strictions on flying over London 
expanded further during the 
Olympics, a senior air traffic 
controller said Sunday.

Once they arrive to the 
centre, it’s already too late 
to treat them,” he said. “An¬ 
other reason that presents 
itself is the transportation 
conditions. When a child is 
sick they bring them on the 
back of a donkey or camel, 
or even a cart,” and those 
modes of transportation 
are not ideal for children 
with severe malnutrition.

Report. Walmart silent 
on Mexico bribe scandal 


Walmart hushed up a vast brib¬ 
ery campaign that top execu¬ 
tives of its Mexican subsidi- 
aiy carried out to build stores 
across that country, according 
to a published report. 

The New York Times re¬ 
ported Saturday that Walmart 
failed to notify law-enforce¬ 
ment officials even after its 
own investigators found evi¬ 
dence of millions of dollars in 
bribes. The newspaper said the 
company shut down its inter¬ 
nal probe despite a report by 
its lead investigator that Mex¬ 
ican and U.S. laws likely were 
violated. 

The bribery campaign was 
reported to have first come to 
the attention of senior execu¬ 
tives at Walmart in 2005, when 
a former executive of its largest 
foreign subsidiaiy, Walmart de 
Mexico, provided extensive de¬ 
tails of a bribeiy campaign it 
had orchestrated to win market 
dominance. 

The Mexican executive, pre¬ 
viously the lawyer in charge 
of obtaining construction per¬ 
mits, said in emails and follow¬ 
up conversations that Walmart 
de Mexico paid bribes to obtain 
permits throughout the coun¬ 
try in its rush to build stores na¬ 
tionwide, the Times reported.

only after learning of its investi¬ 
gation did Walmart inform the 
U.S. Justice Department in De¬ 
cember 2011 that it had begun 
an internal investigation into 
possible violations of the For¬ 
eign Corrupt Practices Act. 

Under that law, it is illegal 
for U.S. corporations and their 
subsidiaries to bribe foreign of¬ 
ficials. Walmart, which is based 
in Bentonville, Ark., said Sat¬ 
urday that it takes compliance 
with that law very seriously. It 
also noted that many of the “al¬ 
leged activities” in the Times 
article occurred more than six 
years ago. 

“If these allegations are 
true, it is not a reflection of who 
we are or what we stand for,” 
spokesman David Tovar said. 
“We are deeply concerned by 
these allegations and are work¬ 
ing aggressively to determine 
what happened.”

Is it time for another Encoun¬ 
ter on the Urban Environ¬ 
ment? 

In late February 1970, 

Nova Scotia’s Voluntary Plan¬ 
ning Board invited a dozen 
disparate international experts — a black community 
leader, an industrialist, a labour leader, a journalist, an 
economist, an urban planner, etc. — to come to Halifax 
for a weeklong “experiment utterly new to the western 
hemisphere.” 


Take a page out of their book 


Although it would be 
unwise to heap too 
much credit on Encoun¬ 
ter — the times were 
a-changin’ everywhere 
back then — the reality 
is that Halifax became a 
much more interesting, 
engaged and dynamic 
city in the years that 
followed. 


“Their assignment, 
although it was never 
explained to the 12 in pre¬ 
cisely these terms,” noted a 
later report, “was to take a 
community of 250,000 and 
turn it upside down.” 

They did. Given the 
freedom of the city, they 
spent long days and longer 
nights wandering from the 
Volvo auto-assembly plant 
(why are no blacks working 
here?) to the new container 
pier (why is it in the wrong 
part of town?) to the school- 
board office (why is the 
education system so awful?) 
to the press club (why is the 


media even worse?). 

Each evening, they staged a live, televised town hall 
where they argued, debated, questioned, cajoled, har¬ 
angued and listened to anyone who showed up. The 
powerless got to speak to the powerful, and the powerful 

— in the glare of the spotlight — responded. 

While the final Encounter report — cobbled together 
by 12 very different people between meetings, visits and 
late-night drinks over the course of one exhausting week 

— was understandably less than the sum of its parts, the 
process itself galvanized the city and engaged Haligonians 
in ways they’ve never been since. 

Halifax at the time was at a crossroads, unhappy with 
its parochial present, trying to find a more interesting 
future for itself. 

Although it would be unwise to heap too much credit 
on Encounter — the times were a-changin’ everywhere 
back then — the reality is that Halifax became a much 
more interesting, engaged and dynamic city in the years 
that followed. 

We could use a little of that involvement today. 

Now that polarizing Peter Kelly’s decision not to re-of- 
fer for mayor has sucked the life out of what might have 
been a real debate over the future of our city, we need to 
find new ways to engage citizens in that discussion. 

We could do worse than another Encounter.

Luke Evans hasn’t been home 
in a while. The last two years 
have seen a marked increase 
in film work for the Welsh ac¬ 
tor, talcing him around the 
world to make films like The 
Three Musketeers, Immortals 
and this month’s The Raven, 
in which he plays a straight- 
laced detective opposite John 
Cusack’s Edgar Allen Poe. Evans 
checked in by phone from New 
Zealand, where he’s been living 
for nearly a year while making 
The Hobbit — and where he 


says he’ll be until at least July. 
After that? Who knows? 

How much of an Edgar Allen 
Poe fan were you before go¬ 
ing into this project? 

I was very aware of who he 
was and how much of an im¬ 
pact he made on American 
literature, but I hadn’t read 
a huge amount of his work. I 
knew about The Raven. The Pit 
and the Pendulum was the one 
I knew as well. 

What did you think of the 
project when you were 
initially approached? 

I thought it was great. I 
thought it was a veiy clever 
way of using Poe’s work and 
brilliant stories and making 
it into a fictional detective 
movie and showing his stories 
in a very clever sort of fictional 
backdrop. I’d always wanted to 
work with John Cusack, too, 
so the fact that he’s playing 
Poe was a really exciting idea 
for me. 


What are some your favour¬ 
ites of Cusack’s films? 

Well, I love The Grifters, I love 
High Fidelity. They’re two I 
really, really enjoyed. But al¬ 
most all of John’s work that I’ve 
watched, I’ve enjoyed. He’s a 
great man to watch when he’s 
doing his thing. He’s been do¬ 
ing it for such a long time, you 
know? You can learn an awful 
lot, as an actor like myself, 
watching John do his thing. 

Well, you’ve got a fair 
amount under your own belt 
now as well. 

Yeah! Yeah, I have. It’s just been 
veiy, veiy fast (laughs). And 
movies, film work — I’m still 
learning as I’m going along, 
and I’m sure I will learn for a 
veiy long time. But it is quite 
great when you get to work 
with people who’ve done mov¬ 
ies for a long time because you 
just how watch how they play 
with the camera and like that, 
all the subtleties. I just keep 
watching, keep learning. But 


yeah, I’ve been acting for 12 or 
13 years now. A lot of it’s been 
in the theatre, but I try to chan¬ 
nel what I learned there and 
use it in film. It’s all acting at 
the end of the day, isn’t it? 

How was the experience on 
location for the Raven? 

We started in Budapest in 
Hungary, and then we moved 
across the border to Serbia to 
Belgrade and also to a northern 
town called Novi Sad, which 
has a castle on the mound, and 
underneath the castle there’s 
a huge bunch of tunnel net¬ 
works, which is what we used 
in the film when... I won’t give 
it away, but there are tunnels in 
the film that get used to chase... 
someone (laughs). 

Did you feel isolated out 
there? 

It’s another difference, yeah. 
But Budapest is a great city, a 
really great city. We did a lot of 
night shoots in Hungary, and in 
the wintertime it can be cold 


and very windy, with a bit of 
snow. And it got worse because 
we jumped into former Yugo¬ 
slavia. Serbia can get very cold. 
But the people are great. It’s a 
great way to see the world. This 
is such a joy to me, to get a job 
and then go to places I would 
probably never have visited, 
and now I have. They’re great, 
I’d go back there tomorrow. 

Speaking of great locations, 
you’re in New Zealand now. 
How is filming on The Hobbit 
going? 

Filming is going very well, yeah. 
We’re solid, solid working now. 
There’s a lot to be done. 

How have you found life in 
New Zealand? 

I know, it’s great, right? I’ve 
been here almost 10 months 
now, and it’s such a beautiful 
place. Again, the people are 
what make New Zealand so 
great. They’re a fantastic race of 
people, and they make a great 
team on set.

Hunger 
Games heroine Katniss 
makes archery cool for 
kids (minus the hunger

In schools and backyards, for 
their birthdays and out with 
their dads, kids are gaga for 
archery four weeks into the 
box office run of The Hunger 
Games and less than 100 days 
before the London Olympics. 

“All of a sudden sales of 
bows have tripled,” said Paul 
Haines, a salesman at the 
Ramsey Outdoor store in 
Paramus, N.J. 

A manager there made a 
sign for the hunting depart¬ 
ment: “Quality bows for ser¬ 
ious archers and girls who 
saw the movie.” 

Archery ranges around 
the countiy have enjoyed a 
steady uptick among kids of 
both sexes since the movie 
began cleaning up at the box 
office March 23, though hero¬ 
ine Katniss — a deadly shot 
with an arrow — seems to 
resonate more with girls. 

“Katniss is so inspiring,” 
said Gabby Lee, who asked for 
archery lessons for her 12th 
birthday in February after 
reading the popular book tril¬ 
ogy by Suzanne Collins. 

“I’m not very sportsy,” she

But Christa loves archery 
just as much and has been 
shooting for about two years 
at Targeteers Archery in Sad¬ 
dle Brook, N.J., her dad An¬ 
thony Mattessich said. 

“I’m an avid bow hunter,” 
he said. “At her age, with 
other sports, they’re just run¬ 
ning with each other and 
chasing a ball, then the ice 
cream truck comes and that’s 
that. For archery, they’re a 


little bit more dedicated.” 

Like more than 2 million 
kids in nearly every state 
and several other countries, 
Abbey took archery in gym 
class this year as part of the 
decade-old National Arch¬ 
ery in the Schools program 
that trains teachers in the 
sport and offers discounts 
on equipment. 

“There’s a lot of buzz 
among young people about 
archery right now.

Move over, knitting grannies. 
Yam harlots, crochet chicks 
and knit nerds are talcing over 
and they’re not knitting baby 
booties or crocheting doilies. 

More young people are tak¬ 
ing up the “stitch and bitch” 
craft, making everything from 
conventional scarves and mit¬ 
tens to purses and wraps. 

Growth seems to be high¬ 
est among knitters like Allison 
Krause Danielsen — 20-some- 
things looking to express their 
creativity, reject cheap mass 
consumerism and decompress 
in a way that doesn’t depend 
on the technology they are im¬ 
mersed in all day. 

Krause Danielsen, a 29-year- 
old Winnipeg resident, learned 
to knit at an early age but didn’t 
really take it up seriously until 
she hit university. 

“I’ve got my iPhone and my 
computer but it’s something 
that’s more tangible and tactile 
that you can do and it’s pro¬ 


ductive,” she said. 

“In this age of just being 
able to go to the dollar store 
and buy something you can 
throw away, you have some¬ 
thing more valuable if you’ve 
knit it yourself.” 

The Craft Yam Council of 
America says young women in 
their 20s are fuelling yam sales 
across the country. Between 
2002 and 2004, the council’s 
annual surveys found knitters 
between the ages of 25 to 34 
jumped 150 per cent. Its most 
recent survey found expressing 
creativity is what draws this co¬ 
hort to take up the craft. 

Lori Franko, a member who 
helps mn the Ram Wool Co-op 
in Winnipeg, said their custom¬ 
ers range from 20 years old to 
90. But in recent years, she said 
the shop is seeing younger knit¬ 
ters seeking skeins of yam. 

Much of the growing popu¬ 
larity is thanks to the Internet, 
Franko said. Younger, web- 
sawy knitters can go online 
and find everything from free 
patterns to blogs to chat rooms 
with advice and support. The 
web helps feed the do-it-your¬ 
self movement that’s afoot 
among younger people, Franko
